Ttoward the Amerieaa Tohaoeo Com- 
pany, to which th<? prpspnt low price for to- 
bacco is attributed, there is a sentiment of 
strong reseatffleat The f allwe of the Farmers 
Organization of saccaas ia coasammating their 
plan, tbroagh which there w.ig (jreat hope of 
relief, ia a great disappointment. There are, 
howarer, sone of the tobaeoo gnerera wka do 
not take so pessimistic a view of the sfkution. 

Since white men began the cnlttratioa of 
tobacco in America the price baa flaotuated 
mora prAbably thaa that of any other product 
of the farm. When the yield ia good aad the 
price high, the profit ia eaormoos; so a few 
good cropa at high prices have always indnced 
over-production, a glnt in the market, and a 
price with thf bottom out. Then a let-up in the 
production, probably u failure of the plant 
beds, protected natil reeeatly only by having 
brash thrown over them, the surplus would bo 
used up and the price high again.

of tba papen oa tke prraent abject eoadtthaa 

of whitfl hurl.-y tobacco growiT.j contra''teil 
with tbeir flourisbiog state prior to tbe adreat 
of the Coatiaeatal or Amaricaa Tobaeeo Cm- 
paay. Now, I wait to aay that nqp tiaa ia 
measurably taken np in atteadiag to my own 
affairs, and I know but little of the biuineea uf 
my neighbors, aad hav« In my poeaeiiioe hot 
little Jat.i upon which to tn.ikr :j i-')rT)parii<on of 
pa.1t and present prices. I am ublp, however, 
to (|uote aome prices of tha last fire years, and 
some of aa earHsr period wkaa w» wwa ia the 
band.' of tha warahooaenMa aad others of oor 
friends. 

One af my neigbbon bw sold at an average 
of $9.50 for flva years, two of the erops aot of 

top i)tiality; »<>veral oth<^r(> h.ivc iior.>» nbout :n 
well. This tobacco wben stripped was loaded 
on the wagon and delWerod to tha boyer with- 
out further handling or risk of mildew or faak, 
which risk waa always considerable under the 
old system wben the grower of the tobacco 
was reqoired to pat the tobacco ia keepiag order. 

Now, I will qaote some prices of that period 
during which we are told that the price waa 
always from 10 to 20 cents a poand to the 
farsMr. Accordiag to aiy reeollectiM each to- 
bacco is .selHni; now, ami .sold unp yoar ago 
at 12 cents, sold daring tbe summer of 1887 at 
12 to 15 cents, or possibly more per poand. 
but how many fanners remember getting aa 
ftiueh xs 1:2 cnts that year" I soM at C a crop 
of good medium quality. My crop was the last 
of a conaiderahle porehase by tha shipper to 
whom I sold, and I got a better price than those 
selling earlier in the season, llach good to- 
bacco left the farmers' hands at 3} to H cents. 
It was oavally the other fellow and not the 
grower who got the high price. 

VVe bad two grievances at that time, the 
middle man, the shipper who stood between us 
and tbe warehoaaes, and who expected to, bat 
did not .ilways, get a good slice out of the crop, 
and tbt; warehousemen, who intentM to, and 
a/iray* did, gtt a hig diet. In "86 qoite agoodly 
nnmber of us went aroand the shipper, prised 
our own tobacco and took it directly to the 
warehouse. Wben a farmer came home from 
the market with the retnraa oa hie erop— if ha 
got any- he looked a? if hi-; lii^i'-tior. •^■:i.< rom- 
plately suspended, and be felt only til to be hung. 

8neb erope as are bringing $12 now sold then 
oa tha breahs at $6. Dedaet eoet of priaiag, 
shipping and stiiing, at loa.'^t $1 "lO, .md we 
have $3.50 left for such tobacco a^ we are sell- 
ing today at $12. 

If one wants good service, tbe .server must 
be treated with justice and con.^ideration. and 
appreciation of tbe work done must i>e made 
maaifast The aaa who chews aad smokes to- 
bacco is entitled to have it come to bim from 
the producer withont aaaeoessary charges laid 
upon it. 

The tobacco grower is eatitlad to all the 

price for hi:< product that the relation of supply 
to demand, with no arbitrary influence, will war- 
rant The only queetioa to he considered in 
estimating the merit of any go-bet «een the 
product-r and consumer of a product, is, doe<> it 
do the work, and does it do it economically, 
aad doea it raeaive a reward ia praportioa to 
the service rendered'.' 

The .American Tobacco Company is certainly 
well equipped ia every respect for taking to- 
baeeo from the prodaear, ftttfaic it f or ase aad 
passing it over to the consumer, in the best 
possible manner, and ul the leabt possible ex- 
pense; aad I heliave- sad I tUak I have as 
good reason for believing as thoee persons 
who Mitert the contrary have for their opinion 
-that they are not causing the price of tobaeoo 
to be lower to the pradnoer or higher to the 
consumer. The raiser.-* of tobucco in the White 
Burley District are no siu h .ibi. rt-i and depend- 
ents as their would-be guardiao^ would have 
thaa appear. They are an iadapaadaat aad a 
manly set. The older folks live at ease and in 
couifort. Tbe young people work hard, take a 
goodly amoaat of raereatioB, wear good clothes, 
drive good horses aad ride in good vehicles. 
Tbey court and get niarrio ). :ind have loti of 
children. Thay make money and save it; they 
are happy aad are good eititeaa. I doubt if 
thaia is ia the world anywhere a mom thrifty 
raral people, and they d > not need to have any- 
body feeling sorry for ibem.
